by his Spirit, and the power of his Grace, is O»rs by enjoyment 
in the ſecond «Adam, as the pifr of God tovs, but not Our: in 
the firſt Adam, in the righteouſneſs of the Law, in the Rate not 
converted, and that was the ftrength of my Query , where that n

And whereas he (tumbles, and is offended, becauſe I ſaid , Xo 
may #2 juſtified in any word, or work, but what they are lead unto by 
the Spirit, and thoſe words and works the Spirit leads unto , are jun 
fified, and no other words or works , and from this he would 
falfely conjeRure, I bold a juſtification by works; and by ſome- 
thing without , or beſides that whick Chriſt wrought without. 


I fay no, by the deeds of the Law,ſkill no fleſh living be juſtified, . 


but yet he that moveth and leadeth into words and works of 
Truth, and Righteouſneſs, the ſame doth juſtific the Creature in 
the words and werks which he is lead unto, and this is not in op= 
poſition to the Apoſtles words , which he ſeems to bring againſt 
me, Rom. 5.8, 9, Whiles we were ſinners, Chriſt dyed for us, much 
more being juſtified by bus blood , we ſuall be ſaved from the wrath ; 
thisis not contrary to What I ſay, for we do own the blood of 
Jeſus to juſtifie , but yet not ſuch who are not cleanſed by it , and 
lad by the Spirit intoall truth , but it is they that are juſtified on- 
ly who arelead into all Truth by the Spirit, ſach are juſtified by 
his blood in the Spirit, and faved from wrath, who ace born of the 
immortal Word, but they that remain in ſinare not juſtified , nor 
laved from wrath, 

Then he Queries, Y/Yhether I ſhut pardon of ſin ont of doors ? T att 
ſwer no , for they that are lead into all Truth by the Spirit, their 
ſing are pardoned and forgiven, and remembred no more,burt blor- 
ted out, and cannot be read for they are cleanſed from it,and com- 
mirs not (in , then he asks, ///bether 1 grant two formal cauſes of 
Infification, the one forgiveneſs of ſin, the other inherent righteouſ= 
zeſs; 1 ſay, both the cauſe and the work of Righteouſuels is in 
God, his free love and mercy , which is over all his works, and 
they receive the work of it, and the gift of it that are lead by the 
Ppirit, as the «fe the reof, and none elſe , though he ask, YVhe- 
ther ooncſs of fin hath its rice from what Chriſt works in us ; or 
from what Chriſt hath done and ſuffered for us ?

ſhip berween Godand him ; chenin the concluſion of this matter, 
P,T. faith, Thms far to ſorw, E. B. and the truth are not (« well, 
greed, but he that cleaves to one muſt forſake the other, &c, 

Reply, Hold Friend, come back again , what haſt thou proyed 
yet any thing againſt me , ſave that I hold the truth : thou haſt 
drawn a concluſion too ſoon, Without ſound evidence, and thog 
muſt not be jadge in thy own cauſe; neither haſt thou proved me 
and the truth to diſagree evera whit, asjuſt men may judge ; it ap. 
pears thou art the man that ſeems to be righteouſneſs in thy own 
eye, and juſtifies thy ſelf, and would condemn therighteous , 1nd 
though thou ſay, we do not agree,viz. E.B. and thetruth, yet thoy 
haſt not, nor never is able to prove it, for all that are ſanQifizd are 
juſtified,and noneare juſtified, but them that are ſanRified, though 
not.as a Cauſe, yet as the fruitand effeR, which will appear in that 
man that is juſtified.
